Colon, Colombia,. Aug. 0. — (Correspon- 
dence of the Associated Press)— The poli- 
tical situation on the Isthmus has by 
no nicniL* improved and there is n con- 
sequent feeling of ttneasiuess apparent on 

all sides. 

Tile government lias taken no adequate 
steps to prevent the rebels raiding the 
stations along tile railroads and as a re- 
suit tho raids combine, buumuiity from 
attack has emboldened the rebels, small 
bodies of whom bare been seen at drill 
hi the daytime tUonj,' the line and gun- 
powder and dynamite belonging to tho 
railroads havo been their late acquisi- 
tions. 

In view of tho above, the Uuited 
Slates consul here, Mr. Malmros, has 
cabled to Washington pointing out the 
necessity for the immediate presence of 
u warship to protect American interests, 
iu accordance with treaty obligations. 

A Kritisli man-of-war is likely to ar- 
rive hero shortly. By far tho greater 
volume of trade transacted on tho Isth- 
mus is in the hands of either the Brit- 
ish or Americans, thji Chinese coming 
next. In the matter of population, so 
far as Colon is concerned, certainly more 
than half aro Americans- In Panama 
there is a much larger proportion of Co- 
lombians, but even there tho bulk of 
trado is in the hands of foreigners. 

The converted yacht Xamouna having 
been practically deserted by the captain 
and crew that brought her over fj'om 
Italy, was eventually manned as foi 
lows: The chief mate of a Norwegian 
steamer, the I'Vi, who had been coufin 
eti in tho calaboose several weeks pro 
cious on tho charge of misconduct, win 
released and given command of tlu ».*• 
si I. The services of an engineer were ob- 
tained, and an altogether mixed C."«w 
was placed on board.

the Xamouna steamed out of the harbor 
of August 4, bound for Cnrthngona, li i 
said, in search of reinforcements.

Allmu, governor of I'anania, sailed on 
her, and with him is Gen. Jeffries, an 
American, who negotiated the purchase 
of tho Xnmounn, now called the Gen. 
I'euzion. The government is trying to 
purchase two or three other steamers. 

As may be imagined, the Colombian 
government is in great wan), of men at 
this moment. On this account, it is not 
surprising Hint the ministers are avail- 
ing themselves of every means of raising 
money. The lighthouse duties have been 
increased, forced loans have been raised 
and passenger passports at iSO cents must 
now he obtained by passengers before 
crossing the Isthmus. 

Willi reference to the Venezuelan com- 
plications, absolutely nothing is known 
hire of a definite nature beyond the 
broad statement believed on nil sid^s, 
that President Castro of Venezuela is 
giving the rebels moral supi>ort and even 
more substantial aid. Then- are niaO 
rumors of declaration of war between 
the two republics, and of pitched battles 
near the frontier, in which (lea. Uribe 
has been defeated, and nNo victorious, 
according to the various versions. The 
next arrivals from the coast will doubt- 
less bring news on the subject. Mes- 
sages are tendered and are often refused 
by the cenfior, who is either the prefect 
or the alralde. To sum up, there is evi- 
dence on all sides that the government 
considers the situation 1o be n critical one. 
and the absence of Gen. Alban at the 
present moment tends to intensify the 
feeling of unrest and uneasiness. 

Washington, D. ( .. Aug. 13. — Consul- 
Gcnerol Gtidger writing to the state de- 
partment under date of July 29, reports 
that on July 2l> and 27, about 25 revo- 
lutionists entered the towns of Oatun. 
Behol nnd San Pablo, on the line of the 
Panama railroad, midway between 
Pnitnmn and Onion, made prisoners of 
the Alcalde and several policemen, and 
telirrd to the mountains taking with 
them what arms and provisions they 
could and. Tie snys reports v-ere- cur- 
rent of revolutionary gatherings at other 
points and nn attach on Panama was 
fonred.

Missouri, Kansas & Texas Ex- 
press Robbed at Coney, In- 
dian Territory, 



Five Men With Six Shooters Re- 
lieve Passengers of Valu- 
ables With impunity. 



Donison, Tex., Aug. 113.— Missouri, 
Kansas it Texas passenger train .No. ;t, 
(southbound, woe held up at Coney 
Switch, I. T., at l : ;>,u a-m. today, by the 
men. 

Two miles north of Coney two men 
crawled over tho tender with pistols in 
band, covering tho engineer am) lire- 
man, and commanded them to stop at 
Coney water tank. The men were join- 
ed by three others and a fusilade of 
shots Bred alongside the train thorough- 
ly arousing' the crow and passengers. 

Postal Clerk Tulley ^ V1 's compelled to 
go through the train carrying the sack 
in which the valuables Wore thrown, 
livery passenger Was robbed, and then 
the robbers turned their attention to the 
express cars. Hoib safes were blown 
open with dynamite and the contents so- 
cured. The baggage car was practical- 
ly wrecked. 

The amount stolon is not yet known. 
Although the robbers got some valuable 
jewelry, they gave a diamond ring and 
a shirt stud to Engineer Tnnham. Af- 
ter tho work was done the robbers, who 
seemed to enjoy the situation, sat around 
and laughed over the matter. The whole 
affair wae carried out without a hitch, 
and it is believed (bat the bandits were 
old hands at the business. 

After holding the train two hours the 
robbers left, going east into the dense 
bottoms. The trainmen cut out tho 
wrecked car and ran on to Coney sta- 
tion, where, they notified the officers in 
both directions. 

Within two hours posses of "Uuited 
States marshal* with bloodhounds were 
on the trail, and it is rumored two of the 
rebbers have been captured, but tho ru- 
mors lack verification. 

The express company claims its loss is 
not known, and Conductor Dolnu ajul 
the passengers' loc-s is estimated at less 
than §1,000. 

The country around Coney J s gridiron- 
ed with telephone wires, and if the rob- 
bers leave the bottoms they undoubtedly 
,will be arrested or killed. 

The following men have boon arrested 
on the charge of committing the robbery: 
C. Iticlunond, Mob. AH'ord, George 
Brown, John Gibson, Ton; Edwards 
and Jack Barr." These men were ar- 
rested at Coney and taken to Atoka to- 
day.

Famous Arctic Traveler 
And Scientist Dies at 
Stockholm. 



Stockholm. Aug. la.— Bnron Adolf 
Krick N'ordeuskiold, tuo Arctic explorer 
and naturalist, died yesterday evening. 

Adolf Krick Nordenskiold was born in 
Helsiugfors, the capital of Piulnnd, in 
1 s:vj. Descended from a family long fa- 
mous in scientific pursuits, bis inherent 
tastes developed early anil on entering 
the University of Hes'ingfors, in 1840, he 
devoted himself almost eiititely to scien- 
titic studies, spending bis vacations in 
excursions to the rich mineral localities 
of Finland. lie soon became eminent 
in this branch of science, hut fell under 
displeasure of the Hustsian government 
and was obliged to leave the country, 
lie then settled in Sweden and in 1838 
entered on his first Arctic travels to 
Spitzbergen. In 18<i8 be made bis most 
famous voyage iu the steamer Sofia, 
reaching latitude Si degrees 42 .minutes, 
lie also made several later Arctic expe- 
ditions and explored the interior of 
Greenland, gaining a great deal of val- 
uable scientific information for the 
world. In 1878 he successfully started 
on the lirst northwest passage in the Ve- 
ga. Teaching .Tapan. in September of the 
following year. As a traveler and au- 
thority on Arctic navigation he held n 
very high place, and was honored ny sev- 
eral governments. He published several 
works on his voyages and scientific sub- 
jects. •

Capt. Thompson declined to 
say anything except that the judges had 
disqualified his bout. To impartial spec- 
tators it appeared as though the Cana- 
dian skipper bad outwitted Thompson 
and that the latter, when he found ho 
was caught in a trap with tho buoy at 
one end of tho starting line close under 
his lee, and his rival with the right of 
way bearing down upon him, tried to 
force bis way through instead of coming 
about the Invader's stern. Capt. Thomp- 
son came down towards tho buoy on the 
port tack, meeting Invader on the op- 
posite tack just bofore they got to tho 
line and close to the buoy. Cadillac of 
course was trapped unless Capt. Tdiomp- 
son brought his boat about under In- 
vader's stern. If he tried to come about 
on the starboard tack under Invader's 
lee, ho ran the risk of fouling either the 
boat or the buoy as he bore around. 

To be forced to come about and close 
under Invader's stern, no doubt was a 
bitter pill for a racing skipper to have 
to swallow, so Thompson elected to 
squeeze through where he iind no chance 
and tho consequence was ho plainly foul- 
ed bis rival. Captain Jarvis promptly 
lulled his boat to save her as much as 
possible and one of Cadillac's crew tried 
all he could to force Invader off with 
his hands. The judge's boat soon 
weighed anchor and the officials lost no 
time hi notifying Thompson that his 
boat was disqualified. At this juncture, 
the .Milwaukee, which was in the attend- 
ance Meet to leeward of the racers went 
about and stood after Invader. It was 
not thought anything of at first, but 
when it became apparent that the Osh- 
kosb boat's purpose was to cut into art 
international cup race, even though the 
challenger was sailing over tho course 
alone, it was unfavorably commented 
upon on every hand as a most unusual 
performance. However, Captain Jarvis 
soon saw the intention of his would-be 
opponent.

The Funeral 



Body of the Former Empress of 
Germany Placed in the 
Tomb 



Solemn Services and Great 
Gathering of Notable People 
at Ceremony 



Potsdam, Aug. 13.— Between S and !) 
o'clock this morning the bolls of all the 
churches in Potsdam wore lolled, with 
two intervals of rest. Shortly before 
half past ten Emperor William, the oth- 
er members of the imperial family, unci 
the visiting princes assembled in the 
royal hall at the Wild Park Itailroad sta- 
tion. The high court olllcials, military 
dignitaries, Count von Bulow and other 
members of the reichstag assembled at 
10:25 o'clock in an adjacent hall. 

Koou after 10 o'clock the special tram 
ordered by the Emperor to bring the in- 
vited guests from Berlin, reached \\ lid 
Park station. Among the guests the 
foreign ambassadors made a striking 
figure wearing their highest otllcial uni- 1 
form. At 10:30 the signal was given 
that the funeral train was approaching. 
Conversation, which had been carried on, 
in .suppressed tones, entirely ceased and 
•m air of great solemnity possessed the 
company. The train rolled in slowly 
and noiselessly. 

Twenty non-comiiiissiound officers ol 
■ the Dowager Empress' Hussar regi- 
ment number two, came forward and 
bore the coffin to the Voyal hearse, 
which had in the meanwhile arrived 
from the new palace. Chamberlains and 
courtiers with the royal insignia par- 
ticipated in the transfer of the colUn 
from the funeral car to the hearse. 

filowly and solemnly the procession 
formed. Eight staff officers seized the 
reins of the eight splendid black horses 
attached to the -hearse, and four knights 
or the Black Eagle took hold of the 
joints of the pall cloth while twelve 
royal chamberlains held the support ot 
the canopy covering the hearse and four 
other courtiers held the cords from the 
corners. Flanking these to the right 
and left were two staff officers and 
twelve captains. 

The procession formed in the shady 
avenue extending from Wild Park to the 
now palace. The public had their only 
opportunity to see the procession, but 
got only the slightest view of it, al- 
though immense crowds had assembled 
ii|K)ii the streets intersecting the road at 
right angles and the people strained 
their necks to get a glimpse of the cor- 
tege. 

■ The following was the order of the 
procession: A squadron of the Guards 
du Corps; n squadron of the Dowager 
Empress' Hussar regiment; the band of 
the Lehr infantry battalion; courtiers,

Cross of Merit for Women; and Lieut. - 
Gen. Baron von Loo, with the Star and 
Chain of the Black Eagle; Gen. von 
Waldersee bearing the Dowager Em- 
press Frederick's crown; numerous cour- 
tiers as marshals; the Dowager Empress 
1'' red crick's courtiers as pages; the 
hearse; Kmneror 'William, King Edward, 
the Crown Prince Frederick William and 
other royal princes and royal (.ersonages; 
the foreign ambassadors ami ministers 
and personages from the Emperor's en- 
tourage; two noble marshals and princes 
not belonging to the royal familv; the 
imperial chancellor, Count von Bulow, 
anil the other members of the cabinet, 
«nd government oflleials; members of the 
order of the Black Eagle; members of 
the reichstag and of the diet: the bur- 
gomasters of Berlin and Potsdam. 

The procession moved through the 
tree arched avenue to the new palace 
and then through the park to tin? Sans 
•fionci garden, all of which was dosed 
rigidly against the public, though a few 
newspaper men were admitted by card. 

'When the procession started the bells 
in the Friedenischkirke began tolling, 
and all the other bells in Potsdam join- 
ed in. When the procession reached the 
mausoleum adjacent the Friodorisch- 
kirke all in the procession in advance 
of the hearse took up a position opposite 
the church. When the coffin was borne 
across the threshold of the mausoleum 
the cathedral choir from Berlin intoned 
a solemn strophe. 

Only the Emperor and Empress and 
other members of the imperial family. 
King Edward, Queen Alexandra nnd 
other members of the British royal fam- 
ily and Princes of highest rank entered 
the mausoleum, which is small. Dr. 
Presflus, the chaplain, offered a prayer 
after which the choir again sang. When 
Their Majesties left the mausoleum the 
procession dissolved. 

IX SANS SOUCL 

At 0:30 a.m. the gates of the Sans 
Souci park w.re opened to the press and 
?o a few ladles connected with govern- 
ment ami court circles. The small crowd 
hire v, as n„ lr. kept v. iin prescribed 
limits by a military guard. The morn- 
ing brought an overcast skv, with the 
Min feebly peering through ' the clouds, 
adding to the solemnity of the occasion. 
A slight breeze nistled the foliage 
bringing down an occasional leaf pre- 
maturely shrivelled by the drought. The 
magnificent .fountain beneath the Sans 
'Souci palace cast an immense volume of 
•water in the air, tin, splashing of which 
liinke the silence reigning in the par!:. 
While observers waited, military organi- 
sations marched in and took up posi- 
tioas along the central avenue, through 
wln'cli the procession wns to pass. Num- 
bers of artists from London newspapers 
occupied the time in sketching scones 
in the park as setting for illustrations. 



Promptly at half-past ten the tolling 
of bells announced the arrival of the 
funeral train at Wild park, but it was 
m arly eleven o'clock when the sound of 
music in the distance announced the :i}>- 
proaeh of the funeral procession. Far 
down t ho avenue the moving mass ap- 
peared ami then halting, the procession 
assumed its proper order. As the pro- 
cession drew near, the notes of funeral 
marches played slowly and plaintively, 
became audible, the inutlled drums roll- 
ing in solemn inrpressiveness. At the end 
of the procession rode Major-General 
von Voltke, nephew of the famous field 
marshal, in command of the military 
forces participating in the ceremonies 
The procession was in every way grand 
and solemn, the gardes du corps, with 
black and white pennants fluttering at 
their lance points, attracted much at- 
tention, iis did the royal page corps, 
composed ol' cadets from the military 
academy at (1 ross-Lichterfelde, in bright 
red coats, white trousers and broad hats 
trimmed with white luce. After the mil- 
itary came the highest clerical dignitaries 
lit Berlin, including.. Dr. Vander, the 
court preacher, anil Bishop Assema.un, 
the highest Catholic military chaplain, 
in a resplendent purple robe. Over the 
head of the colli ll were the imperial col- 
i r.s, on which was a crown of state of 
massive gold and heavily jeweled. Also 
on the colllu was a wreath deposited 
there by Emperor William at Crouberg, 
and two other wreaths. 

Behind the coffin marched the Emper- 
or, with head erect and displaying the 
greatest self-possession and dignity, but 
bis face was pale anil sorrowful am! be 
gazed st i .light forward. 

King Edward who was on the Emper- 
or's left, walked heavily and evidently 
found the march fatiguing. Both Em- 
peror Wjlliam and King Edward wore 
the uniform of the Second Regiment, 
Dragoon Guards, Queen Victoria's regi- 
ment. The procession occupied twenty 
minutes in passing. All the bells of | j 
I'otsdnm continued tolling until the pro- 
cession reached the mausoleum and dur- 
ing the obsequies. The "procession reach- 
ed the mausoleum at 11:40. The pro- 
ceedings were most simple. The cotlln 
was curried into the mausoleum, follow- 
ed by the Emperor and Empress, King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra. the 
Boyal Princess and other members of 
'lie royal family, the rest of those pres- 
ent remaining outside during the last 
ceremonies. After the body had been 
lowered into the vault, the choir from 
the Berlin cathedral sang. "Christ the 
liesurrection," by Grell; a prayer follow- 
ed, and then the choir sang, "Be Faith- 
ful unto Death." This was the only 
service. 

In the meantime the Emperor Wil- 
liam stood beside the tomb in the most 
solemn manner. There was no weeping, 
but King Edward frequently used bis 
handkerchief, for beads of perspiration 
were coursing down bis brow. 

After the brief ceremony the royal 
party withdrew and the invited guests.

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SMALLPOX AT OTTAWA. 

Number of Mild Cases Discovered in 
Tenement Row.

They were of a mild 
type, but unfortunately owing to that 
very fact the patients, unaware of the 
nature of their disease mingled freely 
among the neighbors. There is no know- 
ing therefore bow many persons may 
have been subjected to in feet ion. The 
first ease found was in the general hos- 
pital. A workingmau named Lunelle wns 
taken there yesterday ill. He was given 
a private room, and this morning the 
house physician pronounced him to bo in 
the convalescent stage of smallpox. This 
discovery led the city health officer to 
make investigation, and in a tenement 
row on McGee street, in lower town, 
lie found three other canes: Mrs. Pn- 
quetre at No. 13, Miss Hanass at No. 11, 
and 'a little girl named Gagnon at No. !). 
■At. .the time of the health officer's visit, 
Mrs. Pnquetto was out calling at a 
neighbor's. 

An aniergency meeting of the board of 
health was held this afternoon, and or- 
ders given to have all the houses on Mc- 
Gee steet strictly isolated, and the pa- 
tient in the hospital removed to tem- 
porary quarantine on Ports island, wnere 
some years ago a contagious disease hos- 
pital was erected, but burned before 
completion. These precautions were 
duly carried out, but the possibilities of 
widespread contagion are viewed with 
alarm. It was learned tonight that some 
weeks ago a man was taken ill at a 
t\IcGee street tenement and before he 
quite recovered returned to work in a 
brewery. A fellow employee in the brew- 
ery is now ill of smallpox in the suburb 
of Hiutonhurg.

To- 
wards tbe (dose of his lecture, when the 
speaker was speaking of war and stating 
that in his opinion all wars were caused 
in the. interest of capital, an interruption 
was made by Mr. Bragg, wtho asked if 
the war in the Transvaal was in the in- 
terest of the capitalist classes. The 
speaker replied affirmatively, and said 
that lu; had two brothers who were ma- 
chinists in South Africa, who were work- 
ing for five dollars per day before the 
war, whose pay ihad now been reduced 
by orders of Lord Kitchener to live 
shillings per day. Personally, the speak- 
er said he was against all wars, except- 
ing only that of the vvorkingman against 
the capitalist class. There was no need 
of workingmon of different countries to 
fear eaidi other. They should unite and 
light the capitalists, and thus bring about 
"a change in their own material and 
economic condition in society."

The Queen City is 
preparing for her trip upon which she 
leaves tonight, going as far to the west- 
ward as Cape Scott on this t;'il>, and the 
Princess Louise is making ready to sail 
again for Naas and the canneries and 
way ports of the northern coast of the 
province. The Queen City will have a 
fair amount of freight, including some 
more mining machinery for Wreck Bay, 
lumber for new wharves being erected 
on Alberni canal, more bricks for the 
Hayes mines and general freight for 
many ports of call. The Princess Louise 
will have a small freight, for the greater 
amount of the cannery supplies have 
gone north, and the salmon pack will 
soon he on its way down. Included 
among the passengers expected to sail 
north on the Princess Louise is .Mr. 
Uarmiehael, provincial assay or, who is 
to make a trip up the Skeena river to 
look over the mineral properties in that 
vicinity. 

The steamer Amur, which came around 
from the Esquimalt iMarine ways on 
Monday, is being still overhauled. On 
board the O. P. N. steamer there are 
about twenty machinists and boiler- 
makers "who are expected to bo at work 
for about two weeks to come, overhaul- 
ing and repairing the machinery of that 
steamer. She will be ready to resume 
service ia about three weeks, and then, 
it is understood, she is to resume her 
trips to Skngway alternating with the 
Danube as a freight carrier. The Dan- 
ube, now due from Skngway, is making 
a long trip. She is now eleven days 
out. 

In the upper harbor work is progress- 
ing on the .Mudlark, whiuh will soon be 
launched and will commence dredging 
in the upper harbor. At Esquimalt the 
tug Lome is on the Marine ways, being 
overhauled. 

ADATO ARM YES. 

Lumber Laden Steamer From the Co- 
lumbia to Load Bunker Coal. 

The big tramp steamer Adato, which 
loaded a large cargo of lumber at Port- 
land, arrived off the Outer wharf last 
night, en route to Ladysmitih to loud 
bunker coal for her voyage to Oliinn. 
The steamer has on board large timber 
consigned to Taku to be used in railway 
work, and for repairs made necessary 
by the destruction caused by the Boxers 
during the troubles in North China. Of 
late a large number of steamers loading 
at Portland and on the Sound have been 
coming to t'he Ladysmith and other Brit- 
ish Columbia collieries to load hunker 
coal, and the steamers of the Kosmos 
line and of the Hawaiian-American line 
have extended their run from San Fran- 
cisco to tin' Sound, mainly because of 
the fact that they can secure fuel better 
at the British Columbia collieries than 
elsewhere on the coast.

The value of the salmon fishery to 
British Colombia, and consequently 
Canada, is t^o great that it deserves the 
best possible consideration that can be 
driven to it.

SALMON THAI'S. 
(Second Article). 
Those who are opposed to permitting 
Canadians to set up salmon traps will 
be likely to say that these appliances for 
taking lish if located off tbe coast ^ 
Vancouver Island, will interfere with 
the run of fish up Haro strode, and that 
thus both Ilaro and Rosario will bo ob- 
structed and' fewer fish than ever can 
find their way to the spawning ground! 
on the Fraser. This argument is of suf 
iieient plausibility to deserve attention 
There are several things to be said about 
it. The first is that it is exceedingly 
doubtful if, under any practicable method 
of trap-fishing, it would be possible tu 
block the run of fish up the Strait ol 
Juan de Fuca. This great waterway 
can only be set with traps on one side, 
and it is an easy matter to so regulate 
the length of leads and provide for 
open days as to permit a large part 
of the run to go by. If by thus means 
the number of fish were much depleted 
the first result would be to close the can 
lx-rics of the state of Washington, and 
we know of no reason why our fishery 
regulations should aim at protecting 
them. The whole question seems to be: 
Who will get tho lish Bret: As they 
are Canadian lish, batched for tho motit 
part artificially at the expense of the 
Canadian taxpayer, reason and justice 
alike say that tbe Canadian fisherman 
should have the first chance at them. It 
a sufficient number ot' lish are permit- 
ted to get by the traps off Vancouver Is- 
land In make it worth while for the fan- 
ners of the Stale of Washington to con- 
tinue tu carry on their business, there 
will be sufficient of them.goiug up Horo 
strait for all the purposes id' replenish- 
ing the supply. If sullicienl do not go 
by to warrant the Washington canners 
t.i continue operations, men those can- 
ners will close, ami il will be easy 
enough for the Canadian government to 
provide that sullicienl lish shall pass un- 
obstructed into the Gulf of Georgia for 
propagation purposes. But it is a mis- 
take tu suimose that traps even, lapping 
over each other as do those in United 
states ivateiw, stop all the fish. Hun- 
dreds of thousands "my be seen daily 
passing up from American waters to- 
wards bliu Fraser, and millions will pass 
by any conceivable system of traps thai 
can be set up in the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca. 

It, will be claimed by some that the 
presence of traps off Vancouver Island 
will put an end In the nel fishing on the 
Fraser, and thus throw out of employ- 
ment a great many people. The canners 
Jo net admit this, and they. claim that 
so far as white men are concerned th 
advantages will be in their favor, for 
if traps 'are permitted it will mean the 
steady employment, for almost the whole 
year of a large number of white men at 
the canneries. It would possibly to 
some extent interfere with the Japanese 
and Indian lishermen, but employment 
would he found for these in the canner- 
ies themselves, as the larger quantity of 
lish handled would necessitate the em- 
ployment of very many more people in- 
doors. It must not be inferred from 
what we have just said that the can- 
ners admit that traps off Vancouver Is- 
land would seriously interfere, if at all, 
with the fishing prosecuted on the Fra- 
ser. On the contrary, they maintain 
that it will only be through the instrn 
mentality of traps that they will be abb 
to hold their own in competition with 
the American canners. We showed yes 
terdny that tho difference in cost betweei 
trapped and netted fish is this year 1(1 
cents. There are oii_ nn average V. 
tnlnion in a case, and 10 tents each on 
J2 fish is $1. 20, a handicap upon our 
British Columbia canners, which they 
cannot long stand out against. Grant 
them the privilege of setting traps in the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca, and the result 
■would bo such a reduction in the aver- 
age cost of fish, that they would at once 



OTTAWA. SNOBB BUY. 

The Montreal city council has been in- 
formed that uuless tbe civic reception is 
"very select," His Royal Highness will 
not attend. It may bp that His Royal 
Highness is responsible for this, but wc 
hesitate about believing it. We kno," 
this, however, namely, that if Ottawa 
snobbery is to rule during the royal visit, 
there will be very little popular enthu- 
,-iasm. If those who have supervision 
of tbe movements of our distinguished 
visitors desire that they shall be kept 
aim if from the public, it may be that the 
aloofness on the part of the public will 
be so pronounced as to be conspicuous. 
The people of Canada an- glad to have 
a visit from the Heir Apparent, ami will 
be prompt to seize the opportunity to 
testify their loyalty to the Empire and 
the reigning family, provided snobbery 
does nut interfere to prevent, and it 
will most assuredly interfere if we are 
t.. have any more such announcements 
from Ottawa as that which has been sent 
to Montreal. We do not know that it 
is necessary to say anything more on 
thi> topic, except that if the plain, every- 
day people of Canada are not tit to come 
into the presence of royalty, and only 
those who have been selected by some 
silly fellow in olllce tire to be .allowed to 
do so, the feeling of the nonunion to- 
w aids the crown would be promoted by 
tbe postponement of tin 1 advent of 
royal visitors until such time as the pco- 
I le have become so "very select" that 
they can he permitted to come "between 
lite wind and their gentility." There isj 
not likely to be tiny gr"at crush to be 
presented to Hiis Royal Highness. Most 
people will not care to go to the ex- 
pense and the trouble of preparing to 
attend such a social function; but if any 
one proposes to select those who may 
and thosc> who may not do so, there will 
he trouble. We wholly acquit I lis Roy- 
al Highness from any responsibility for 
this latest, sample of Ottawa snobbish- 
ness.

ses from this cause, mid we have reason 
to think thai greater effort is made in 
ibis province than in the neighboring 
state to see that nothing of the kind 
necurs. But the matter is one of such 
very great importance, that, even tit the 
risk of much repetition, we mention it 
once more and ask every resident of 
this province, who may have occasion to 
build a lire in any place from which it ' 
may spread to the forest, to see that 
all chance of such danger is removed. 
No precaution is too great; the only safe 
course to adopt is to make the lire 
where it cannot spread, and before leav- 
ing it see that the last spark is extin- 
guished. If this is done there will lie 
fewer fires in the future than there have 
hitherto been. Some of the forest fires 
arise from clearing land, but wo do not 
think that many of them have this 
origin. When a man Is clearing bind, 
he generally keeps a sharp look-out to 
see that the fire does not spread. The 
most of them are due to carelessness on 
the part of those who make fires for 
some temporary purpose when hunting, 
fishing or prospecting. We again urge 
upon everyone building fires in danger- 
ous places, and nearly every place is 
dangerous if precautions are not taken, 
to use extraordinary enre to prevent 
damage being done. 



ON Tin; OILIL/KAT. 

Mr. Justice Martin, who went to the 
Procupine District last year as a special 
Commissioner to adjust claims under the 
modus Vivendi establishing tbe pro- 
visional boundary between British Co- 
lumbia and Alaska, has made an in- 
teresting report to tbe provincial gov- 
ernment, and it has been issued in print 
from the olllce of the King's Printer. The 
olllcial part id' the report is necessarily 
very brief, reminding the render of the 
chapter in tho Natural History of Ire- 
laud devoted to snakes, which consist- 
ed of one lino, as 'follows: 
"There are no snakes in Ireland." 
Mr. Justice Martin had no business 
to report, for he was "boycotted," to 
use his own expression, by the miners. 
The appendix to the report is useful and 
valuable, as it contains a good descrip- 
tion of the country. 'Speaking of the 
land along the Dalton Trail in the lower 
pari of the Chilkat valley. Mr. Justice 
Martin mentions the growth of heavy 
timber, consisting of cotton-wood, 
spruce, hemlock, abler and 1/Vch. Fie 
found huckleberries, raspberries and 
ntlier small fruits and generally vege- 
tation very similar to that of Vancouver 
Island, a notable tiling considering that 
this is in a country not far south of 
the COth parallel of North latitude. He 
speaks of cot ton- wood trees six feel in 
diameter and spruce nearly as largo. 
Further up th" valley he says he found 
good-sized timber. In the neighborhood 
of Clacier creek he speaks of finding 
fuse timber consisting of "noble hem- 
locks and spruces." 

Considerable space is given in the re- 
port to a description of the Dalton 
Trail, which is useful information. The 
racts stated and the nltthorities cited 
indicate that a comparatively easy route 
for a railway can be found up the Chil- 
kat to tin' Yukon below Selkirk. The 
distance from Pyramid Harbor would 

he somewhere about "."ill miles. 

At Porcupine City. Mr. Justice Mar- j 
tin 'found a nourishing garden, nod lie] 
ventured the opinion that ••there seems! 
to be no reason why nil the ordinary 
garden stuff should not be raised by 
means of early and deep cultivat ! on." 
In this connection it may be mentioned

Advices received by the steamer Olym- 
pia from the Orient, confirm telegraphic 
despatches published a short time ago 
that the Chinese rebels have beaten the 
Russians sent against them in the north. 
Despatches from Pengtien, lower Man- 
churia, report that the insurgent leader, 
I. in Tantze, has had several successful 
battles with Russian troops near Jlsin- 
yen, south-eastern Pengtein, and that in 
consequence of this the ranks of the in- 
surgents are being now constantly aug- 
mented. Previously tlie insurgents were 
generally reinforced by disbanded sold- 
iers, lint of lute a better class of the 
population, impelled by harsh treatment 
received at the hands of Russian troops 
ami encouraged by the success of Lieu 
Tantze, has joined the movement for 
freedom and independence. 

A recent issue of tlie North China 
Daily News says: "The gentry and 
merchants of Ohihli province have pre- 
sented a joint memorial to Viceroy Li 
Hung Chang praying that they ami the 
iiiliailiitaiits of the province may be ex- 
empted from paying the portion of the 
indemnity demanded of them for losses 
suffered by missionaries and converts 
last year in Chihli. The plea put for- 
ward is that the law-abiding population 
of the province suffered severely, first, 
from the exactions of the Boxers at the 
commencement of the troubles; second, 
the inhabitants had to pay their hard- 
earned money towards defray iag ex- 
penses for tip. support of converts who 
''•ol suffered from the cruelty of the 
Boxers; third, money and supplies to 
various allied corps; and now in tlleir 
helplessness 1 hey are forced to provide 
whatever bands of desperadoes and 
mounted banditti demand of them. It 
"ill therefore be impossible to expect 
the downtrodden, starving and impov- 
erished inhabitants of Chihli to pay any- 
thing towards the indemnity demanded 
by missionaries and converts for their 
losses last year. Finally any indication 
of coercion on the part of the govern- 
ment, it is to be greatly feared, will drive 
the whole province to revolt. The up- 
shot of the above memorial has been 
that the Imperial government has con- 
sented to pay the greater portion of the 
above indemnity."

It is -al l. do 
not partake of any food, due thing seems 
certain, namely, that many parts of tills 
country (In British Columbia and ailloiiilng 
lands) would have 1 n very sparsely In- 
habited had the fish not existed, for game 
was not bv any means abundant: Ihc cul- 
tivation of land unknown. In fact, the fail- 
ure of fish meant starvation and death. 
No doubt then, as now. there happened 
years of identv and .•eusons of scarcity. 
The Inhabitants, like sutilrrols. laid in a 
winter stock of artificially dried salmon. 
II llsh not at all fat ami therefore well 
titted for the purpose. On the coast the 
aborigines stored away salmon also, but 
having other marine and shellfish together 
with good hunting, tin? storing of salmon 
was of less Importance. Even In our own 
day. In the Interior, dried llsh was the 
staple food of the country during the long 
winter months, and the Hudson's i lit V 
company's servants had served out to them 
so many dried salmon per diem, with or 
without a modicum of flour, scut from the 
coast. The dried tish were bought from 
the Indians, and I suppose these, like die 
coast Indians, said: "These stupid white 
men cannot feed themselves! thev would 
die without us."

of the swarms upwards. Anyhow, as 11 rule 
there was abundance for all. Thev knew 
die time of the usual arrival of the tl.-h. and 
so beforehand erected their weirs, ilums, 
traps and oilier devices to catch them, 
swimming hurriedly and Impulsively to the 
upper waters. These trans and lures were 

similar In principle to t hos \v used on 

the coast. Thousands, perhaps hundreds 
of thousands, were caught, ripped open, 
lint fonod and laid upon the ground lo dry; 
or hung from trees, sticks and bushes for 
the like purpose. The ground at this time 
of die year being hot. sun clear and bright, 
rain unknown, die drying goes on quickly 
and die llsh getting poorer and poorer the 
higher they got up the river, renders tills 
the more rapid and easy. Acres and acres 
covered with drying fish, might be seen— a 
wondrous spectacle! When dried, tho tlsh 
were carried away— the harvest home— 
amidst great rciolclllE. The Hudson's 
Hay company bought more than they re- 
unlreil for their own use. because It some- 
times happened, particularly In venrs of 
scarcity, that, the Indians fell short of pro- 
visions, and so the company hail to help 
I hem along: kindness, philanthropy and 
business advantage. As the river Frnser 
Hows from and through a mountainous 
and sandy country, so It is a very turbid, 
turbulent stream. Many canvons. rapids 
and cascades, together with timber lams, 
.obstruct Its course, rendering many por- 
'tlons unlit for travel. As It lias been run- 
ning for ages, so It has washed down In 
Its muddy waters, portions of the Rocky 
mountains and Interior of Hrltlsh Colum- 
bia, depositing them on the BOB coast, so 
tile coast now has come from and been die 
Interior of the country. Tho real and or- 
iginal entrance to the river and formerly 
Its exit to the sea. Is riell's Onto, a rooky 
canyon fifty or sixty miles above Its pres- 
ent outlet. The whole of tills fifty miles 
of land have been made bv alluvial deposits 
and Is .now a magnificent rich delta, culti- 
vated ami producing Immense crops. Dur- 
ing the annual freshets caused by the 
melting of the snow In the mountains, the
